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A-Bomb Blast 
Test Delayed 
By 'Failure' 


AEC Postpones 
Exercise on 
Nevada Desert 
LAS VEGAS, NEV.—(AP) 


—The opening blast of the 
Atomic Energy Commission*! 
exercise Desert Rock was 
postponed this morning be- 
cause of a mechanical failure 


The AEC issued this state- 


<fnent in connection with its 
delay of the blast which was 
originally scheduled for any 
tune after 7 a. m. Centra 
Standard Time. 


"'A nuclear detonation scheduled 


for this morning was postponed 
because of mechanical fault in a 
key electrical test circuit between 
the control point and the tower." 


Confirms Tower 


— It was the first official confir- 
w.ation that the A-weapon was be- 
ing detonated from a tower. Esti- 
mates on the height of the steel 
tower range upwards of 75 feet. 
But an AEC spokesman declined 
to comment. 


"Weather permitted, we have 


every confidence that the mechan- 
ical fault can be fixed in time to 
hold the test tomorrow," 
the 


spokesman said. 
• However, the official word on 
resumption of the test will not be 
available until at least 3 a. m. 
central standard time tomorrow 
morning, at which time it is AEC 
practice to notify the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration to close off 
the surrounding area to all planes. 


Details Secret 


Other details of the start of ex- 


ercise Desert Rock, the first atom- 
ic test to utilize army troops were 
fioaked in secrecy. 


The AEC did not indicate wheth- 


er troops were to be used in the 
first test

Flat, without receiving official no- 
tification, was prepared to ride out 
the blast.

brunt of the $15,000 damages caus- 
ed by last winter's five blasts. 
Those explosions, however, were 
set off at Frenchman Flat, at least 
15 miles closer to the town. 


City Not Warned 


LM Vegas itself did not take 


such precautions this time. The 
AEC in fact did not feel it neces- 
sary to issue any warning to Las 
Vegas residents, such as the ad- 
B'.onitions of last Jan. 27 to Feb. 
6 to stay away from windows. 


This led to speculation that the 


first detonation in the new series 
might not be as big as some of the 
previous blasts. 


Exercise Desert Rock, besides 


its history making initial use of 
A-weapons in tactical support of 
ground forces, also was designed 
to test heat and radiation effects 
on animals and buildings. 
$The AEC disclosed that nearly 
150 animals including two dozen 
sheep, a like number of dogs, and 
100 rats, have been brought from 
commission laboratories and plac- 
ed on the Yucca Flat site. 


The AEC said it hoped to get 


data which might be helpful m 
treating human casualties in event 
of enemy atomic action.

MUNSAN, KOREA—(AP)—Liaison officers agreed today on the 


size of neutral zones around Kaesong and Munsan, thus clearing the 
biggest hurdle in the path to reopening Korean truce talks. 


Only two other points remained in dispute. 
The feeling at this U. N. advance headquarters was that armistice 


negotiations might be resumed in a few days, ending a two months 
breakdown. 


Brig. Gen. William P. Nickols, 


U.N. spokesman, cautioned: 


"Any point, however small, re- 


mains a point of contention that 
will blo'-k resumption of armistice 
talks." 


However, he was "cautiously 


optimistic," and said the "most 
important" point was cleared up 
today.

zones with a three mile radius 
around headquarters of the op- 
posing truce team's in Kaesong and- 
Munsan.

Ceilings on Livestock May End 
As Black Market in Meat Grews 


By OVID MARTIN 


Associated Press Farm Reporter 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—The belief was growing in some govern- 


ment and trade quarters today that price ceilingg will be removed 
from live beef cattle within a few weeks if congress does not restore 
slaughter quotas. 
With adjuornment expected tomorrow, congress 


appeared certain to make no such move. 


Those 
expressing 
belief 
the 


cattle ceiling will come off con- 
tend that such a step will be 
necessary to halt what they called 
expanding diversion of cattle into 
the black market. Black markets 
are s l a u g h t e r establishments 
which have been paying more 
than ceiling prices. 


Cuts Reef Supplies 


This diversion has had the ef- 


fect of cutting beef production by 
many large packing plants which 
refuse to pay above-ceiling prices. 
Many of these packers are the 
principal normal source of beef 
for the army and for consumers 
who depend upon supplies pro- 
cessed at Chicago and other big 
meat centers. 


Slaughter quotas—which con- 


gress abandoned Aug. 1—are de- 
signed (1) to restrict competition 
for supplies of beef animals and 
hence to minimize the effect of 
euch competition on prices, and 


(2) to channel a normal portion 
of the animals to the various 
types of slaughterers. 


Removal of ceilings would put 


all slaughterers back on a free 
competitive basis and open the 
way for ceiling-abiding packers 
to get more cattle than they are 
now able to buy. 


Expert Higher Price* 


Such action probably would re- 


sult in somewhat higher beef 
prices—except in periods of un- 
usually heavy marketings of cat- 
tle. 


Should the Office of Price Sta- 


bilization abandon the ceilings, it 
probably would resort to margin 
control ss a means of exercising 
a degree of control on prices. 
That is, it would specify and limit 
the amount the slaughterer could 
add for his work and how much 
the wholesaler and retailer could 
tack en for their service.

Ill-Artificial Respiration 


(This is another of a series •/ 


articles, written especially for Cen- 
tral Press Association and this 
newspaper on first aid, a subject 
gripping the nation m the light «/ 
threatened atomic aggression. The 
articles are based on the American 
Red Cross First Aid course. First 
aid principles, applicable to atomic 
as weU as other disasters, are out- 
lined. The Red Cross offers • tt- 
hour course free which teaches 
fully the technique of first aid.)

AFTER CHECKING bleeding, 


the most important step in first 
aid, in atomic attack or other dis- 
aster, is examination of the vic- 
tim's breathing. He may be having 
great difficulty, or may not be 
breathing at all. Here is where ar- 
tificial respiration comes in. 


Today the prone pressure method 


is recognized by the Red Cross and 
a number of other agencies as the 
best means of resuscitation. Two 
skilled hands remain potent instru- 
ments to use if a victim has ceased 
breathing as a result of atomic or 
electric shock, or asphyxia by 
drowning, or other forms of suf- 
focation 


The standard technique of Amer- 


ican Red Cross artificial respira- 
tion follows: 


Lay the victim on his stomacn, 


one arm extended overhead, the 
other bent at the elbow. 
Face 


turned outward and resting on his 
hand leaving nose and mouth free. 


Straddle his thighs with your 


Knees. Place hands on small of 
back, the little finger touching the 
lowest rib, thumb and fingers in 
natural position. 


Anns straight, awing forward 


slowly, stopping just before your 
.arms reach a verticle position, thus 
placing pressure on the victim for 
two seconds. • • * 


SWING BACKWARD and relax. 


Repeat the compression and release 
movement 12 to 15 times a min- 
ute. Continue until breathing is re- 
stored or a physician declares the 
patient dead. 


While continuing respiration, ask 


.assistance In loosening the clothing 
about the neck, chest or waist. 
Keep the patient warm. Give no 
liquids. 


When the victim is revived, keep 


him lying down. A teaspoonful of 
aromatic spirits of ammonia or -a 
small glass of water, tea or coffee 
mav be given, tf it is necessary to 


Thrt* main steps arm th« basis of artificial respiration. 


move him before breathing is nor- 
mal, resuscitation should be carried 
on while he is being moved. 


The patient must be watched 


carefully. 
He may recover tem- 


porarily, then suffer a relapse and 
stop breathing. 
Be ready at all 


times to resume artificial respira- 
tion. 


If you tire, you may pass the 


respiration operation to someone 
else without change of rhythm. 
Have him move close to the victim 
and resume where you leave off. 


The textbook adds that even be- 


fore a drowning victim is placed 
prone, regular compression of the 
chest with the hands is in order. 
Also ask someone nearby to inspect 
the victim's mouth and remove any 
foreign objects, such as seaweed, 
which may be present. 


Compression of the chest is pro- 


duced by accidental burial in sand, 


gravel, coal, grain or snow. If thel 
victim is stuck fast in sand, for in-1 
stance, remove it from around his) 
face, neck and chest and shore "p. 
the hole you have made with! 
sticks, or cardboard. 


The only way to save the life ot| 


a person whose breathing has' 
stopped from any of numerous^ 
causes—lack of oxygen in unventi-j 
lated places, choking, suffocation,! 
gas poisoning, ether, chloroform^ 
carbon dioxide, sleeping medicines' 
is to produce movement of "good) 
air" in the lungs. That is what 
artificial respiration does.

Egypt Can Thank Herself If 


War Inflames Middle East 


Before Egypt declared its intent to abrogate treaties 


with Britain covering Suez and the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, 
Egyptian leaders well understood that new Western proposals 
for a Middle East defense command were in the making. 


• * *

These proposals now are on the record. Under them, 


Egypt is asked to join with the United States, Britain, France 
and Turkey in establishing a defensive bulwark against com- 
munism on the .great land bridge between Europe and Asia. 


British troops guarding the vital Suez Canal would be 


replaced by Allied forces. Egypt would supply military and 
air bases, and presumably would be granted substantial 
military and economic help. It would be elevated to a high 
status never hitherto attained by an Arab nation in the 
international sphere. 


. Despite foreknowledge of this plan, Egypt bluntly told 


Britain to get out. Since, then, the Egyptian parliament has 
formally abrogated the treaties. And to cap it all, the gov- 
ernment has rejected the- Allied proposals for a joint .de- 
fense command.

In none of this bahavior are there any discernible ele- 


ments of statesmanship. Whatever their legitimate na- 
tiohaljP.ASpiratJons, '^he Egyptians need .not have embarked 


•~:on their present inflammatory course.. 


Many reasons may lie behind their irresponsible conduct. 


For one, the ruling Wafd Party is said to be declining in 
popularity. It may Have decided' to 'fan ttfe nationalist 
flames to divert attention from its domestic failures. 


The Egyptians may also have thought they had the Brit- 


ish trapped. Having just seen Iran's weak and weepy Pre- 
mier Mossedegh successfully defy the Lion, they may well 
have believed they could perform a similar feat. 


On the other hand, ithey may have had no illusions about 


duplicating Mossadegh's-jshowing. 
They may merely be 


stirring the present furore in the hope of increasing their 
bargaining power when the moment comes to discuss their 
role in a Middle East defense set-up. 


Whether Egypt may actually gain more for having thus 


perilously unleashed boiling nationalist emotions is cer- 
tainly questionable. .

But there is no question at all about the determination 


of Britain, with the full backing of the U. S. and France, 
to remain in control of the Suez until a new Western force 
can move in. Neither riots, efforts at' economic strangula- 
tion or the use of armed force are likely to dislodge the free 
nations from this bastion athwart one of the most crucial 
links in the world's waterways. 


So if the Egyptians felt they would find the British an 


easy mark, they arc. doomed to disappointment. Nor are 
Britain and the United States minded to yield on the issue

effect, that the colonial rule of the British be replaced by the 
colonial rule of the Egyptians. 


Both London and Washington believe the Sudanese 


should have something to say about their future. Any solu- 
tion that baldly hands the land over to Egypt does no 
justice whatsoever to the Sudanese. 


Critical days are ahead for the Middle East. If the area 


should now flare into war, the responsibility will not fall 
on the British, whatever the shortcomings of their colonial 
policies. It will rest squarely on the shoulders of demagogic 
Egyptians who have risked the larger interests of the free 
world community for their own selfish ends.

NEW YORK—Lester Hunt, the reporter for the Indianapolis 


Star who led that paper's fine campaign which ripped the veil of 
secrecy away from the "welfare" racket in Indiana, should be a 
leading: nomine* for a Pulitzer award this year. However, the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch has run up an enormous book 
of ballyhoo for its relatively petty exploit in "ex- 
posing" certain R. F. C. loans, and that probably 
settles that. 
Besides, Mr. Hunt's feat runs con- 


trary to the Democratic party's program of Social- 
ism and that disqualifies it as a "public service." 
No expose of any perfidy by any member of the 
Roosevelt family can qualify in thi* category. 


In several other states a similar agitation is 


gaining: force to cut down a parasitic growth fos- 
tered by the federal security agency- In Detroit, 
the city- auditor reported "irregularities" in more 
than 70 per cent of the local relief cases. All efforts to expose thiev- 
ery and cheating by professional mendicants and career-paupers 
were fiercely resisted by the "relief administrators," who resent any 
action which would reduce ytheir clientele and the amount of money 
which they are empowered to squander. 


The federal law forbids the states to disclose the names of per- 


sons receiving old age assistance and "aid to dependent children." The 
states customarily pay a share of this expense and the federal gov- 
ernment gives "grants in aid" to round out the expenditures, but with 
the proviso of secrecy. Under Lester Hunt's skillful and persistent 
hammering, the Indiana legislature passed, over the veto of a Demo- 
cratic governor, a law revoking the secrecy and thus forfeited the 
federal "grant in aid." But the Gatlmburg convention of governors 
voted unanimously in favor of permitting the states to use their 
own discretion, pointing out that inasmuch as each state pays a con- 
tribution into the federal funds the federal government has no right 
to cut off "grants" out of respect for a rule of secrecy which is 
wasteful, predatory and conducive to multiple crimes. Congress now 
undoubtedly will repeal the secrecy provision. 


"We will partially compensate ourselves for the denial of fed- 


eral funds by screening the relief rolls," Mr. Hunt said, "unemploy- 
ment insurance is not included in this deal, although that is a 
racket, too. When you give lazy, shiftless people to understand that 
they can get unemployment pay just by quitting their jobs because 
they want to lay off on a dole of $20 a week, and let them insist 
that jobs which are offered to them must be suitable to their tal- 
'ents and desires, you create a dole racket. 


"Aid to dependent children was 


our worst racket. We give $50 a 
month to the first dependent child 
in a family and $18 to each other 
child. A desertion may be just a 
case of collusion between a couple 
of bums. Nobody takes the trou- 
ble to make sure that the deser- 
tion is real or to bring: the hus- 
sand into court and enforce the 
old sound laws of responsibility. 
Or a woman may bear several il- 
.egitimate children and- use them 
as a legal claim on the taxes of 
the decent people of the state. She 
can lie around drunk 
on the 


money given her for her children. 
It is her money sjnd she can do as 
she pleases with it. 


"Many people .are, dropping off 


various rolls now because they 
want to avoid attention. Sons and 
daughters of old parents who have 
been living on the public rolls 
don't want their neighbors to 
know. 


"The Indianapolis Chamber of 


Commerce and smaller chambers 
voted to abandon secrecy and pay 
the whole bill ourselves without 
federal aid, even though it meant 
more taxes. Like the Indianapolis 
Star, they viewed this reform as 
the last stand against Socialism. 
If Indiana wins, federal control is 
shaken and this welfare philoso- 
phy is discredited. The outlay has 
dropped ten per cent already un- 
der the threat of publicity. 
We 


are tightening up and it will sure- 
ly drop another 25 'per cent. 
I 


think we have saved about $5,- 
000,000 in welfare expenditures 
this year. 


"Last year our bill was $43,- 


664,972.76. It had risen steadily 
from 
$31.770, 562.55 in 1947. 


About half of the money normally 
s received from the federal gov- 
rnment. The state pays 30 per 
ent and the counties 20. 


"The state welfare department 


upended only $928,831 in fiscal 
936, when there was no secrecy 
aw. but about ten times as much 
n fiscal 1937 when a new secrecy 
aw was effective.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Yellowback, Once Killer;* 
Only a Memory Today 


In a moving picture I saw not 


long ago, reference was made to 
yellow fever. I was highly amused 
when a youngster sitting oehind 
me remarked that she didn't think 
that she had ever had yellow 
fever. 


Of course, she had had fever, she 


said, but she didn't think it was 
yellow. In a way this was highly 
encouraging conversation because 
it showed that this youngster had 
never before heard of yellow fever 
which in earlier days was one of 
our most serious killers. 


But the almost complete con- 


quest of this dangerous disease 
carries some lessons as well as be- 
ing a most interesting story. 


Between 1668 and 1821, there 


were about 20 epidemics of yellow 
fever in Philadelphia, 25 in New 
York, eight in Boston and se\en in 
Baltimore. In 1793 an epidemic 
ir- Philadelphia took 4,044 lives 
and 3,900 more in 1803. In 1803 
there was an epidemic in New 
York with 606 deaths. 


More recently, yellow fevei (or 


yellowback) has apparently exist- 
ed only in South America, Africa 
and Panama, east of the Canal 
Zone. This terrible disease has 
been cast out of our continent be- 
cause it was learned that it is 
carried by a mosquito. 


Dr. Carlos Finlay of Havana, 


Cuba, in 1881, was the first to an- 
nounce the theory that 'the mos- 
quito spread yellow fever. 


By 1900 the Yellow Fever Com- 


mission of the United States Armj 
had clinched the case against the 
mosquito now known as Stego- 
myia fasciata. 
This commission 


was composed of Drs. Walter Reec 
(the centenary of whose birth has 
just been celebrated), Carroll, Ag- 
ramonte, and Lazear. Their studies 
showed the direct connection be- 
tween the bite of the mosquito 
when infected and the developmenl 
of yellow fever in the person bit- 
ten. 
MARTYRS TO SCIENCE 


In the course of their studies in 


which they allowed themselves to 
be bitten, Lazear lost his life from 
the disease and Carroll suifered 
a severe attack—both martyrs to 
science. 


Screening of living quarters anc 


active measures -to destroy al. 
mosquito breeding places were be- 
gun. 
In less than a year, Major 


(later General) Gorgas, a sanitary 
specialist, was able to rid Havana 
of yellow fever. 


He also directed the campaign 


against yellow fever-bearing mos- 
quitoes in the Panama Canal Zone 


and succeeded in freeing this area 
by 1905. Now D. D. T. and other 
nsect killers can be used to aid 
n the bdtUc aga.nst j>.llow fever 
in South America and other areas 
which are still in -danger.

Gets Chair 
For Slaying 
Of Girl, 10 


CHICAGO, (AP)—A father of 


three children was convicted of 
the sex murder of a 10-year-old 
girl yesterday by a jury which 
fixed his punishment at death in 
the electric chair. 


The Loju-icled slayer, ueorge 


Lettrich, 37, wept when the crim- 
inal court jury of seven men and 
five women announced the de- 
cision. His wife, Susan, 37, cried 
out in court and collapsed in the 
arms of a relative. His mother, 
Mrs. Pauline Lettrich, showed no 
emotion. 


It was the second trial for Let- 


trich for the slaving of Roberta 
Rinearson, who was found stran- 
gled alongside a lonely road near 
suburban Elmhurst on Dec. 17, 
1948. 
She had 
been 
sexually 


abused. His first trial last May 
was declared a mistrial. 


A motion for a new trial will be 


heard on Nov. 2. 


Lettrich did not testify in his 


own defense. The state's chief 
evidence against him was a signed 
confession that he killed the Rin- 
earson girl. He had repudiated the 
confession but it was admitted 
into evidence at his trial. 


Defense attorneys said police 


obtained the confession through 
brutality 
and force. Lettrich's 


chief defense was his repudiation 
of the confession and the testi- 
mony of his wife and mother. 


Police questioned more than 


2,000 persons in seeking to find 
the killer of the Rinearson girl. 
Lettrich was first picked up Aug. 
31, 1950, in connection with sex 
crimes against two girls. Under 
questioning, he signed the con- 
fession that he killed the Rinear- 
son girl. 


He was convicted last April of 
charge of crime against nature 


involving a 10-year-old girl and 
was sentenced to one to 10 years 
in prison. He had been in the 
Cook county jail awaiting trial 
on the murder charge.
